Record snowfall creates mess around region

AGAWAM Before Win- 
ter Storm Nemo even hit last 
weekend, town officials here 
took steps to prepare for severe 
weather, closing town offices 
and schools, the library and se- 
nior center (including the Meals 
on Wheels program), and issu- 


ing a parking ban from 6 a.m. 
Feb. 8 until 6 p.m. Feb. 10. 

According to Mayor Rich- 
ard A. Cohen, an average of 24 
inches of snow fell in Agawam 
Feb. 8 to Feb. 9 when Nemo 
blew through, although one part 
of Feeding Hills recorded as 
high as 31 inches. 

By just after noon on Friday, 
Feb. 8, Agawam Mayor Rich- 


ard A. Cohen declared a state of 
emergency for Agawam follow- 
ing Gov. Deval Patrick’s state of 
emergency declaration, and the 
town’s emergency operations 
center (EOC) was activated. 
And with two feet of snow 
expected throughout the state, 
Patrick signed an executive or- 
der banning road travel for non-

West Springfield casino players show their cards

AGAWAM - Eastern States 
Exposition and Hard Rock Inter- 
national are working to keep local 
residents and business owners in- 
formed of the proposed destination 
resort casino on the grounds of the 
Big E in neighboring West Spring- 
field. 

Last week, the West of the River 
Chamber of Commerce hosted an 
informational meeting at Chez Jo-

sef for chamber members and any- 
one else seeking information about 
the casino to get a look at the plan. 

The proposed casino was origi- 
nally revealed at a “red carpet” 
event held on the Big E grounds 
last month. Having the presenta- 
tion for area business members is 
a way the Big E and Hard Rock are 
seeking to get the word out. They 
are also very interested in com- 
ments and concerns. 

“Tt’s important for us to be a 
good neighbor,” said Mark Rivers, 
president of the Bronson Company, 
the developer for Hard Rock. “The

casino issue is a hot issue all over 
Western Massachusetts.” 

Rivers said community out- 
reach is important, especially with 
neighbors such as Agawam. He 
interacted at the event with several 
city councilors and Agawam May- 
or Richard A. Cohen. 

“We are accelerating our out- 
reach and we want to share our 
story with everyone and listen and 
learn,” said Rivers. 

Chamber Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, Mike Beaudry, said 
the Chamber was pleased to be 
contacted by the Big E and Hard 
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Rock. Business owners have sev- 
eral concerns about the proposed 
project, he said. 

“We are worried about the im- 
pact on smaller businesses, traf- 
fic, and the surrounding commu- 
nities and their businesses,” said 
Beaudry. “It’s good to have them 
(The Big E and Hard Rock) here to 
listen to their proposal.” 

Eastern States President Eugene 
Cassidy, who recently invited Aga- 
wam Officials to sit at the table and 
listen in on meetings and have their 
concerns heard as the process con- 
tinues, said the Chamber-hosted 
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event was important for Agawam 
and the area businesses to air their 
thoughts. 

“This is a regional issue, not just 
for West Springfield,” said Cassidy. 
“The Big E is a regional event and 
one of the biggest cultural events 
around. Agawam is our neighbor. 
I want them to have face time and 
have their concerns voiced and be 
responsive to them.”

AGAWAM — When she’s not 
writing business profiles and feature 
stories around town for Agawam 
Advertiser News, Feeding Hills resi- 
dent Sarah Platanitis spends her time 
working as a freelance lifestyle and 
food writer around the Pioneer Val- 
ley. Always looking for new, inter- 
esting ways to improve upon her cu- 
linary knowledge or learn new skills, 
Platanitis recently started a fundrais- 
er to attend the “Eat Write Retreat” 
food writing conference in Philadel- 
phia, Penn., May 31 through June 2, 
and is looking for local contributors 
to help make the trip a reality. 

At presstime, she has raised $848 
of her $1,400 goal. She has roughly 
two weeks to collect the remaining 
$552. 

Platanitis, a self-described “food- 
ie” who admits to having spent most 
of her childhood pretending to be 
Julia Child, currently writes a food 
blog titled “Sarah in the Kitchen.” 
She wants to attend the “Eat Write

Retreat” conference because it pro- 
vides intensive, hands-on instruction 
with cooking, writing, photography 
and food styling.

Doing our part 


to dig out from 
the snow 


- the days since Winter Storm Nemo 
struck the area, dropping roughly two 
feet of snow in most towns — including 
Agawam — we’ve received a number of 
complaints from residents who were frus- 
trated with the state of not only the roads 
(with sight distance being obscured), but 
sidewalks as well. 

One of the benefits to living in a town 
like Agawam is that parents can send their 
kids off to walk to school with relative 
confidence that their children will be safe. 
While cleanup crews were busy clearing 
the roadways from all that fresh-fallen 
snow, residents faced the daunting task of 
digging out their cars and shoveling their 
driveways. 

Unfortunately, in doing their part to 
break themselves out of the winter won- 
derland, many residents failed to also clear 
a path on their sidewalks, posing a danger 
for students and other residents who uti- 
lize them to walk safely through town. 

Residents are reminded that all prop- 
erty owners in Massachusetts, by law, 
must remove or treat snow and ice on 
walkways and plow parking lots. Those 
who do not do so can now be held liable 
for injuries caused by snow and/or ice on 
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the property. 

In addition to removing snow from 
sidewalks, residents are also asked to en- 
sure that snow is removed from both fire 
hydrants and mailboxes. In the event of 
a fire, emergency crews need to be able 
to readily access fire hydrants. Likewise, 
mail carriers need to be able to safely ac- 
cess the mailbox in order to deliver mail. 

Drivers, too, are asked to obey local reg- 
ulations in the aftermath of a snowstorm 
like Nemo. Last week, Agawam Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen implemented a parking 
ban so that cleanup crews would be able 
to safely clear roadways without being 


Tuesday, Feb. 12, Cohen declared that the 
parking ban would remain in effect indefi- 
nitely until roadways have been widened. 
Anyone who violates the parking ban is 
subject to being towed and can also be as- 
sessed a fine. 

We are aware that the heavy snow bur- 
dens everybody — literally and figuratively 
— but we hope our residents will do their 
part to ensure the safety of all, now and 
after future storms.

We had some of the scariest moments in our parenting 
lives in September and October. Our 4 year-old son, An- 
drew, started to have seizures. On numerous occasions, we 
had to call for the support of Agawam’s finest EMT staff. 

I am trying to find the words to say how thankful and 
grateful we are for the help they provided. They went above 
and beyond: supportive, gentle, concerned and educated 
help. They not only responded quickly to my son’s needs, 
they also responded to myself and my partner’s concerns 
with hugs and reassurance. 

We were told by his neurologist to stop calling for help. 
We didn’t feel like this was a safe choice for Andrew. We 
were reassured that our EMTs were there for us. The last 
call of 2012 was, if possible, scarier. Andrew came out of 
his grand mal seizure only to then have another seizure. We 
wound up in the hospital for 14 days. I am so thankful that 
the EMTs reassured us that calling every time was okay. 


Thank you just doesn’t seem like enough. Andrew has 
been diagnosed with Doose Syndrome and was seen by 
wonderful doctors at Boston Children’s Hospital. He will 
be starting school at the end of the month. It is nice to know 
though, if need be, the excellent Agawam EMTs are avail- 
able.

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lhe town of Agawam is presently pursu- 

ing grants from both the Agawam Com- 
munity Preservation Fund ($315,000) and 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
($100,000) in order to preserve, restore, and 
open the School Street Barn for public use. 
The grant applications call for the initial 
restoration of the barn into a three-season, 
handicap-accessible, public meeting space. 
Civic groups, youth organizations, and the 
general public will have access to the build- 
ing for all manner of events and functions. 
The impressive interior of this timber-frame, 
square-ruled, post and beam structure will 
be preserved for all to see. Every last detail 
has not been set in stone, but it will still be a 
barn, inside and out. The Community Pres- 
ervation Committee unanimously approved 
the applications, and the Agawam Historical 
Commission has also expressed unanimous 
support for the project. The town council will 
vote on this funding request at its next meet- 
ing, Monday, Feb. 18. 

That the project will cost a lot of money is 
no secret, and some residents and town offi- 
cials don’t want to spend that kind of money 
on “a barn.” That sort of thinking is why so 
many barns have been lost in recent decades 
— once a barn has completed its useful life a 
lot of folks just stop maintaining them due 
to the cost. If the School Street Barn wasn’t 
such a unique structure, and if it wasn’t lo- 
cated where it is, I might agree. 

One important fact to keep in mind is that 
the School Street Barn is not just another 
barn — it is a rare, double-ramp, New Eng- 
land-style high drive barn. Bonnie Parsons, 
who recently retired as the principal planner 
for historic preservation programs at the Pio- 
neer Valley Planning Commission, identified 
it as such, and thinks it might be one of only 
two in western Massachusetts. She ought to 
know — she wrote the book about barns in the 
highland communities, and was vice chair of 
the Preservation Massachusetts Barn Task 
Force. 

“Big deal,” you say. It is a big deal, and 
the Pioneer Valley Planning Commission, 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission, 
the National Park Service, and the Depart- 
ment of the Interior agree. The School Street 
Barn’s significance as an historic resource 
was acknowledged recently by its listing in 
the National Register of Historic Places. It is 
just the fourth property in town to be individ- 
ually listed, joining Agawam landmarks such 
as the Captain Charles Leonard House (built 
1805, listed 1975), the Purchase-Ferre House 
(built 1764, listed 1990), and the Thomas 
Smith House (built c.1757, listed 2005). A 
profile of the School Street Barn is currently 
featured on the National Park Service web- 
site at: http://www.nps.gov/nr/feature/week- 
ly_features/12_09_21_School_Street_Barn.

have “liked” the post about the School Street 
Barn listing on the National Park Service 
Facebook page. 

Preservation Massachusetts, the statewide 
non-profit organization 
that actively promotes 
the preservation of his- 
toric buildings and land- 
scapes as a positive force 
for economic develop- 
ment and the retention 
of community character, 
also supports the project. 
James Igo, president of 
the organization, recently 
wrote, “This project is 
important, not only to the community, but also 
to Massachusetts, as another important exam- 
ple of why our historic agrarian buildings are 
important and how they can be restored for the 
future benefit of our communities.” 

Whether you agree or not, the School 
Street Barn is special. What makes it really 
special is that it sits smack dab at the entrance 
to School Street Park. (Any realtor will tell 
you, “location, location, location.”) Over the 
span of a decade, the School Street Barn has 
gone from being neglected and nearly invis- 
ible beneath sumac and bittersweet to be- 
coming one of Agawam’s most recognized 
and recognizable landmarks. If the barn was 
tucked away in some obscure corner of town 
this conversation wouldn’t even be taking 
place. Its prominent location at the entrance 
to School Street Park demands special con- 
sideration. However, that is where a good 
portion of the cost comes in. The town can’t 
just slap a coat of paint on the barn, open 
the doors, and say, “Come on in!” As a mu- 
nicipal building, which the barn is, it needs 
to meet a high standard of building code. It 
needs to be made handicap-accessible (had 
its 19th century builders foreseen the ADA, 
they could have met code by constructing the 
two ramps at a slightly different pitch). Utili- 
ties brought in. These are mandatory require- 
ments—not choices. That, on top of the work 
that MUST be completed to restore the barn 
to a fully safe and usable condition, whether 
or not the public is allowed in— things like 
new footings and a new foundation, replace- 
ment of rotted sills, siding, and roof. The 
good news is that the town is working with 
Bill Crosskey, an architect well experienced 
in historic preservation, and barns in particu- 
lar. Another thing in favor of this project, at 
the moment, is the economy. As unfortunate 
as its current state may be for many of us, the 
town may get a lot more bang for its buck 
when (and if) this project goes out to bid in 
the near future. 

I wish this project didn’t cost so much 
money. I also wish that the Senior Center and 
the DPW garage didn’t cost as much as they 
did. I wish booster club dues for my kids’ 
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sports teams didn’t cost as much as they do. I 
wish gas didn’t cost as much as it does. Next 
year I am going to wish college didn’t cost as 
much as it does. Practically everything costs 
more than we wish it did. 
That shouldn’t be a rea- 
son not to do something. 
I do not suggest money be 
spent needlessly or frivo- 
lously. The restoration 
of an historic resource to 
create a facility that will 
benefit a spectrum of Aga- 
wam residents of all ages 
and interests for years to 
come should not be con- 
sidered either of those things. Returning an 
empty building to productivity is the ultimate 
recycling project. 

That is why the town is applying for a 
grant from the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission’s Preservation Projects Fund. If 
successful, MHC will award up to $100,000 
for this project. Additionally, the Commu- 
nity Preservation Fund has the funds in the 
bank, right now, to cover most, if not all, of 
the rest of the project. As you are well aware, 
this is the result of the 1 percent surcharge 
you pay on your property tax, that is partially 
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matched by the state. This money is collected 
specifically for projects such as this, projects 
that “preserve and improve a community’s 
character and quality of life.” 

The bottom line is that we all (the town, 
appointed and elected officials, and resi- 
dents) have a remarkable opportunity to be 
part of the creation of what will surely prove 
to be one of the town’s most beloved assets 
for years to come. The restoration of the 
School Street Barn will not only honor the 
town’s rich agricultural heritage, but allow 
it to be experienced firsthand by future gen- 
erations. In the way that School Street Park 
has only become increasingly popular and 
utilized by the community, a restored School 
Street Barn at its entrance will only enhance 
its appeal. 

I hope that you, as residents of this town, 
will choose to support the town’s efforts to 
restore and open the School Street Barn. 
Contact your city councilors, speak at Citi- 
zens Speak Time on Feb. 18, and let them 
know that you support this project and spe- 
cifically this use of Community Preservation 
Funds to preserve and improve this commu- 
nity’s character and quality of life. So often, 
the naysayers are the only ones whose voices 
are heard — let this time be different.

Cohen said during a recent press confer- 
ence where he established a Casino Over- 
sight Committee that he, as the mayor, has 
not taken a position for or against the casi- 
nos. He is open-minded and is counting on 
his committee to report information about 
the casino to him. 

Cohen recently expanded his committee 
in an effort to compromise with one city 
councilor’s wish to be more involved in the 
process. 

Longtime Councilor Donald Rheault pro- 
posed a casino study committee as a sub- 
committee of the council. His resolution 
was defeated last week night by a vote of 5- 
4. Upon hearing of the request, Cohen said 
he contacted City Council President Chris- 
topher Johnson. 

“T think government has to be coopera- 
tive,’ said Cohen. “In an effort to address 
the resolution made by Councilor Rheault, 
I contacted Council President Johnson on 
Tuesday and offered to expand my commit- 


tee.” 

Cohen added a councilor and a member 
of the business community to the committee. 
Cohen and Johnson agreed Rheault would 
be the additional councilor on the commit- 
tee. Local business owner Kate Gourde of 
Cooper’s Gifts and Curtains on Main Street, 
was also added. 

Already on the committee are Town Clerk 
Richard Thereoux (chairman), Councilor 
Paul Cavallo, and School Committee mem- 
ber Wendy Rua. 

Cohen said the additional members of his 
committee allow it to be more cohesive in 
providing reports to the city council and the 
business community. 

“This committee is not about politics,” 
said Cohen. “It’s about policy.” 

Rheault attended the Chamber-sponsored. 
event Feb. 6 and said he was pleased to be 
added to the committee; that he felt it was 
a good compromise after his resolution had 
been defeated.

healthier and not gobbled in huge portions. 
It’s meant to be an experience that’s enjoy- 
able and nourishing.” 

And ever the photographer, Platanitis said 
she had often found the food to be “too pret- 
ty or cute to eat.”

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Alfred Trehey, George Reynolds 
and the first AHS hockey team 


Fran Rosso 


AHS yearbooks back in the 1930s didn’t 
devote a lot of space to sports. The 1936 
yearbook had two lines about the ‘35-’36 
hockey team, which was 
AHS’s first ever. The two 
lines for hockey men- 
tioned four seniors: right 
wing Gordon Wells; two 
defensive guards, Louis 
Petersoli and Roger Mer- 
rell; and goalie David No- 
velli. 

Chester Waniewski 
was also on the team. 
Agawam High had only 
two coaches in 1935-1936. Harmon Smith 
and George Reynolds coached football in 
the fall. During the winter, George coached 
the hockey team while Harm coached bas- 
ketball. In the spring, George did baseball 
while Harm coached track. 

George Reynolds was quite a guy. He was 
a graduate of Amherst College where he 
played football, basketball and baseball. His 
nephew, Jim Reynolds IT, now living in Ari- 
zona, thinks that his uncle George captained 
at least one of those teams, maybe all three. 
While at Amherst, George learned to speak 
several languages and played basketball 
against his brother, Jim Reynolds, Jr. at the 
dedication of the Curry Hicks Gymnasium 
at UMass. 

George could probably have done anything 
but Jim III said that George loved carpen- 
try and construction. He taught woodshop 
throughout his career and for many years was 
our town’s building inspector. For one year, 
he was our superintendent of schools. Every 
summer for many years, George would build 
one house employing other teachers such as 
Chick Kistner and Paul Tatro. Mr. Kistner 
loved to tell me stories about his summers 
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working for George. 

George Fuller, Woodrow Roberts and 
Frank Meyer were juniors on that first team. 
Sophomores were Wil- 
liam Dugan, Russell 
Haynes, Norman Jensen, 
George Moore, Charles 
Paradzick, William Ran- 
dall, Fran Rosso and Al- 
fred Trehey. Fran Rosso 
became a minor league 
pitcher in baseball who 
pitched for a brief mo- 
ment in the major leagues. 
Sure, it wasn’t long but 
has anyone else from AHS ever made it? 

On Jan. 27, I visited Alfred Trehey at his 
home here in town. What a pleasure and hon- 
or it was to sit across the table with someone 
who played hockey against Heisman Trophy 
winner Angelo Bertelli and was a running 
guard for our legendary star fullback, Joe Pi- 
sano. Al Trehey remembers the first hockey 
team practicing on Mill Pond and playing 
against West Side, Holyoke and Greenfield. 
He remembers Harm Smith teaching him his 
stance in football so he could pull out quickly 
and block for Joe Pisano. Al served our town 
on the town council and had three children, 
David, Patricia and Jennifer. His dad, Da- 
vid, was Agawam’s first full-time fireman. 
His son, David ‘76, was a lineman in high 
school who wore Roger Leclerc’s Chicago 
Bears kicking shoe to do the kicking off for 
the Brownies. 

The hour and a half with Al Trehey seemed 
more like 20 minutes. What a thrill it would 
be to get Mr. Trehey to an AHS hockey 
game. He was on the team about 77 years 
ago. How many Brownies have followed 
him? Al will be 94 on Sept. 13.

When the ban 
on driving expired, Cohen urged residents via 
the town’s emergency management site (www. 
agawamem.org) to refrain from unnecessary 
travel to allow plow trucks additional time to 
clean. 

In order to keep residents posted as to the 
state of the roads and other relevant emergency 
information, the emergency management team 
— including director Chet Nicora and his son, 
deputy director Mike Nicora — set up a storm 
hotline for people to call with questions and 
concerns, and utilized social media sites in- 
cluding Facebook and Twitter. 

“Tn today’s world, that’s how everyone com- 
municates,” said Cohen. “I think it was excep- 
tionally successful.” 

Cohen said the storm hotline helped town of- 
ficials keep on top of areas of concern through- 
out town.

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As a result of early planning, the only issues 
the town faced while trying to clean up after 
Nemo were the result of people leaving their 
cars parked in the street despite the parking 
ban. 

Once the snow fell, plows were out making 
streets passable — a feat, given the amount of 
snow that piled up around town. By Monday, 
Cohen said the Department of Public Works’ 
goal was to push back the snow to make lanes 
wider and ensure that all sidewalks were clear 
of snow. 

Because not all the sidewalks were cleared 
in time for school on Monday, Feb. 11 — and 
because of freezing rain during the morning 
hours — Superintendent William Sapelli opted 
to close school on Monday, a decision with 
which Cohen said he agreed. 

“For the safety of children and with expect- 
ed ice that we were getting, he thought it was 
in the best interest to keep students, faculty and 
staff safe,” said Cohen. 

He urged residents to be patient with the 
continuing cleanup. 

“It’s going to take some time,” he said. “If 
there’s a problem, feel free to call and we’ll get 
to it as quickly as we can.” 

At presstime, Cohen said he had heard from 
only about a dozen or so residents. He credited 
cleanup crews with their efficient handling of 
the storm given its magnitude. 

“T cannot thank town employees enough for 
the wonderful job they did cleaning up,” Co- 
hen said, adding that the town experienced no 
power outages during the storm and, thank- 
fully, no fatalities. “I was pretty pleased given 
the circumstances, I really was.”

ly and have no allusions to making it to the 
state meet. This is the culmination of their 
years of high school swimming careers, a 
chance to swim at the championship meet. 
To take that away from these athletes, many 
saw as a travesty. 

The MIAA original response to cancel the 
event was summed up with a number of rea- 
sons, which they felt made the possibility of a 
meet unfeasible. As the Springfield College 
venue was available on Sunday that was con- 
sidered, but a question as to whether buses 
was a potential problem. 

Late on Monday, the MIAA decided that 
all individual swimmers who qualified for 
Sectionals would be able to compete in the 
state meet, which is set for Saturday, Feb. 16 
at Springfield College for the girls, and the 
boys will be at MIT on Sunday, Feb. 17. 

“The concerns forwarded by some of our 
school leaders in response to the cancella- 
tion of Sectional Swim Tournaments have 
caused further consideration of the conclu- 
sions of last Thursday and Friday. With the 
support of our Swim Committee/Tourna- 
ment leadership, we will be entering all of 
your individual swimmers as they were listed 


on the psych sheets for this past weekend’s 
Sectional Tournaments,” the MIAA said in a 
statement released on its website. 

The MIAA later goes on to say that due 
to the volume of swimmers competing, atten- 
dance will have to be limited at the site. 

Mike Roy, the athletics director of Min- 
nechaug went to work to rectify this situa- 
tion. In concert with the Chicopee schools 
and Westfield schools, alternate locations for 
a meet were found. Meanwhile the power of 
the Internet and social media took this beyond 
the borders of Massachusetts. It was not long 
before the plight of Western Mass swimmers 
found its way to a much larger swimming 
community. Former area swimmers heard 
about the plight of their sisters and brothers 
and wrote or called in with support. Olympi- 
ans, such as gold medalists, Ryan Lochte and 
Missy Franklin weighed in. Within two days 
the MIAA relented somewhat and a scaled 
down version of the Sectionals was going 
to take place. The meets will take place in 
separate locations, the girls in Westfield on 
Monday and the boys in Chicopee on Tues- 
day. There were some compromises and the 
meets were not sanctioned as MIAA meets 
and therefore, will not count towards qualifi-

cation for the state meet. While awards will 
be handed out, they will not bear the MIAA 
name and any records that are broken will not 
be recognized. As the hours leading up the 
meet pass, Roy is still hard at work, making 
sure it goes off without a hitch. 

Some of the comments of local people in- 
volved with swimming showed that frustra- 
tion. Tara Cole is the coach at South Hadley. 
She swam at the school in the mid 90’s and 
before that in the Park and Rec program. Tara 
was good enough to qualify for states. But 
she made mention of those who are not neces- 
sarily going to have the opportunity to swim 
at that level and by eliminating the Sectional 
meet with cost them a great experience. 

Tom Lewis is the coach of a Westfield 
High team that may very well win both ends 
of the championship. The idea of champion- 
ship has been on the minds of the swimmers 
all year, especially for the seniors who have 
been building up to it for some time. 

Keith McFarland swam at Minnechaug in 
the late 80s and early 90s. He is the coach at 
Amherst. He commented as to how the Sec- 
tional meet was so much more of an event 
than the State meet, at least to athletes in this 
area. To him the excitement of the Section- 
al meet at Springfield College could not be 
replicated. McFarland also mentioned that 
he coached in Brookline and that they had a 


league meet lading up to the Sectionals. That 
does not exist in Western Mass. 

Liz Manley coaches at Monson High, but 
has also been a coach for the Monson Dol- 
phins swim club. She has been with the kids 
from their days as 8 and unders through their 
high school careers. Manley has a perspec- 
tive of swimmers at all levels. She knows as 
to what makes them tick and she is quite clear 
s to how important this sport is to them. 

There were words of encouragement from 
Brian Cote, who is now an official in Western 
Mass. Cote swam for West Springfield in the 
late 90’s and also coached them.
